GERMAN TROOPS 
ANO DESERTERS CLASH 
(Associated I Teas CorreaDorrtence) 
The Hague, Netherlands, February 
15.— A pitched battle betwen the Ger­ 
man frontier guards and a detachment 
of German deserters who were trying 
to escape across the border into Hol­ 
land took place a few days ago just 
across the barbed wire boundary. 
Th** deserters were Alsatians and 
were well armed. 
They were accom­ 
panied by a number of Belgian work­ 
men, who also wished to escape into 
Holland. 
Th*' Alsatians had been on 
the Russian front throughout the war, 
and were just being transferred to Hie 
west, 
As they approached the boundary, 
tho German guards opened fire, hut the 
Alsatians repNed promptly, 
killing 
and wounding three of tile small party 
of guards. 
Til© others retired to seek 
reinforcements while the Alsatians be­ 
gan cutting the win', which was pres­ 
ently short-circuited, causing a blaze. 
Before a path had 
been 
opened 
across the border, a detachment of 
mounted German military police gal­ 
loped up. After a short skirmish, the 
guard succeeded in overpowering the 
Alsatians. A few of the Belgian work­ 
men, however, succeeded in getting 
into Holland safely. 


BAGS OF COFFEE
